‘The report that tension, as a result of the 
[Belglan-Holland-German crisis, has lessened is 
‘welcome and interesting reading, though it is 
not to be assumed therefrom that there is any 
Feal possibility of Herr Hitler relinquishing 
Whatever designs he may have upon those two 
countries. ‘The presence of large forces along. 
he borders of the two small neutrals still con- 
Htinues, and at any moment Herr Hitler can 
tive the word to them to march’ In such cir~ 
Cumstances considerable nervous tension must 
prevail, and will continue to do so until that! 
Uhveat is removed. That this is likely to occur. 
in the near future is highly improbable, for 
the fact Is that by continuing this war of nerves 
Herr Hitler hopes to bend these two neutrals. 
more to his way of thinking in endeavouring to 
break down the effectiveness of the Allied 
Jeconomie control. Something parallel in nature 
fs to be ‘found in the relations between the 
Soviet and Finland. Here again by the continual 
presence of strong forces along the Finnish 
Border, M. Stalin hopes eventually to bend the 
Finns to his will, and thus obtain’ those conecs- 
sions which up to the present the Finnish Govern 
ment has shown every reluctance tomake, All 
{three countries facing these threats have stood up 
{to them mantully, and it does not look as though 
Jany of them wilt succumb to the enormous 
pressure which is being brought to bear upon 
them. With regard to Holland, Herr Hitler has 
Jnot yet worked his programme up to the point 
Inecessary for some sort of justifeation for his 
proposed invasion of that country. ‘There has 
not yet been the usual press campaign, nor the 








growth of border incidents without which 
Herr “Hitler is unable to justify to himself 
a further foray upon his’ neighbours. 


JAs these two features are developed so will 
factual armed action become nearer. IL is expect 
Jed that a Press campaign against the Low Coun- 
tries will be the next item on his programme, 
designed to whip up German sentiment in 
favour of the breach of thelr neutrality, and 
their subjugation by armed force. To say that 
fall military threat’ to those two nations has 
lvanished is to adopt far too optimistic a. view. 
Tt will continue to exist so long as the war 
lendures. 





Finland’s Plight 


‘The suspension of the Finnish-Soviet negoti 
lions with regard to the demands which 
Russia has made upon Finland is a serious 
lenough development, which, however, docs not 
iecessarily mean that hostilities are imminent, 
though that contingeney must always be 
reckoned with. More likely is the statement of 
the officiat journal” " that the Soviet is 
ready to embark upon ‘of nerves and 
resourcee". against Finland, for the purpose of 
[securing satisfaction of her demands, involving 
a powerful Red army  cone:ntration on the 
Finnish border, and possibly a blockade of 

inland’s south-west coust in the Baltic. From 
all the reports which have come to hand it is 
Japparent that the Finns have gone a long way 
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jsome demands have been made which no self 
especting nation could possibly accept. The 
extent of Tussia’s ‘demands may possibly be 
designed to secure Finnish rejection, for it is 
quite within the bounds of possibility, and is 
Indeed probable that while Finland may be the 
immediate objective, the ultimate aim of the 
[Soviets is to foree a reckoning with the whole 
fof Scandinavia. ‘That has been stated to be the 
[principal aim of the Kremlin, a_view whieh is 
supported by the fact that the Soviet demands 
in connection with Petsamo would, if conceded 
by Finland, give Russia 9 common boundary 
with Norway. ‘The example of Poland quite 
clearly demonstrates that M.-Stalin is now bent 
‘upon Bolshevising neighbouring countries by 
force, and Germany itself by intrigue, and the 
Joutlook for eastern Europe is at the moment 
[more than a little gloomy. Whether a mutilated 
Finland will be. allowed to maintain its 
Iteuncated integrity remains to be seen, She may 
jeven now be forced to fight to maintain her 
‘own sovereignty, and, if in the struggle she goc 
Jdown. then the prospects of attempts on Norway 
jand ‘Sweden are such ax cannot be lightly dis- 
regarded. When these things are realized it is 
possible to understand how completely Herr 
Hitler has betrayed all that he claimed 
stand for, and how substantially he has played 
into. the hands of these whom once he claimed 
to be his greatest enemies. 























Soya Bean Mythology 


‘Some optimistic but utterly unrealistic state- 
ments have been made recently regarding the 
possibitity of continuing trade relations between 
IManchoukuo and Germany in spite of the fact 
that the German mereantile marine is no longer 
lan active factor on the seas. ‘The principal 
item mentioned is soya beans and bean products, 
jand. it has been stated. that although the sea 
route ix no longer possible the recent arrange- 
ment between Germany and Soviet Russia 
provides. means for railway transport of this 
lcommodity so essential to German industry and 
oud resources. Dairen warehouses are. packed 
with surplus beans and bean products and this 
Jaccumulation has become so extensive as 10 
threaten seriously the economic stability of the 
Jcountry. It has been stated that plans for trans- 
Porting 1,000,000 or more tons ‘of soya beans, 
lcither in cakes or in tank cars, have been com- 
pleted and the Allied blockade’ imposed on Ger- 
Jman supplies from abroad will be broken by 
this gigantic railway transport scheme which 
will tap the rich granaries of Manchuria via the 
Siberian route. From the very start, the fantas- 
tic nature of the scheme has been apparent, and 
reports from Changchun business circles, faced 
ith the impossibility of transporting Manchou- 
kuo's bean products, only add point to futility 
lof the proposal. Worked out over a period of 
Inonths wherein Germany would be in Pos 
jon to need the soya beans, it would require 
fa quantity of rolling stock far surpassing 
Soviet Russia's present resourees to transport even 
Ja comparatively small amount daily. Germany 
to supply rolling stock 
ith adjustible wheels in order to siecommodate 
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Faperts estimate the use 
fe wagons or tank cars to 
=i mage amount in relatively’ short 
time. Like Russia, which has withdrawn most 
lof her railway material from the east to the 
west as a result of recent developments in 
Poland and the potentialities of the Baltic situa- 
tion, Germany also needs most of her rolling, 
stock in the west to fill army needs. Therefore, 
{the soya bean export scheme becomes more and 

wvthieal and the Changchun report that 
ubbish” correctly deseribes It. 














More Ruthlessness 


‘The greatest tragedy since the ss, Athenia was 
sunk by German submarine shortly after the 
foutbreak of the war has been the result of 
German. action in the case of the Netherlands 
passenger, Simon Bolivar, which has been sunk 
[near the British coast by a German mine, placed 
‘without warning, and contrary to international 
law, on a shipping route known to be used by 
‘neuiral as well us Allied vessels, and obviously 
placed there to destroy shipping no matter what 
fis nationality. The fact that this outrage will be 
severely condemned will have no effect upon 
the Nazi mind, except perhaps to stir its 
imagination to discover some other agency than 
[German as the cause of the vessel's destruction, 
‘The list of possible causes tending to free Ger- 
many from blame has, almost been’ exhausted 
nthe case of the Athenia, where German 
ingenuity ran the gamut from a boller ex- 
plesion to some wicked machinations on the 
[part of Mr, Winston Churchill. The number of 
feasualties in connection with the sinking of the 
‘Simon Bolivar has not yet_been ascertained, 
but early reports. suggest that a substantial 
number of passengers and erew have lost thelr 
lives, or at least have been seriously injured. 
‘The despicable recklessness with which the 
Nazi naval command carries on its submarine 
‘warfare whether by means of the U-boat or the 
mine has already ‘been responsible for a very 
serious loss of ‘innocent non-combattant life 
To talk of future resort to unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare, when such cases as these occur, 
is but to give a name to what is already belng 
prosecuted, and while in all fairness it has to 
be admitted that some German submarine com- 
Imonders behave with humanity and chivalry, 
the same cannot be sald. of authorities who 
lcountenance the laying of mines in areas in 
which neutral shipping may be destroyed just 
las ruthlessly. as that of the Allies, Indeed ‘the 
{frequent “sinking of neutral shipping Indicates 
exactly with what consideration’ for the rights 
fof nations not involved in war Herr Hitler's 
‘ommand conduets hostilities. In this connece 
jon it may be remarked that much is made of 
the fact that by reason of the economle blockade 
the Allies are making war upon German women 
fand. children, ‘but little car id to the 
additional faci that by conduct such as evidenced 
by the sinking of the Athenia and the Simon 
Bolivar the Germans are in fact making war 
fupon neutral women and children. That ap- 
parently: in the eyes of the Nazis Is a horse of 
fan entirely different colour, 



































Closing the Ranks

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Emergence of Chinese Army 


Former Mayor of Nanking Makes 8,000-Mile 
‘Trip Through Occupied Areas 


Chungking, Nov. .13. 


'URPRISING yet encouraging sketches of life in territory 
nominally under Japanese control have been brought here 
by the former Mayor of Nanking, Mr. Ma Chao-chun, who recently 
led a “comfort” corps through. ten southeastern provinces. 
In his 6,000-mile trip, Mr. Ma said he saw, among other things, 
the emergence of a new army—“experienced, hardy, puritanie and| 


ready for action.” 


He paid a special tribute to the young women’s 


service corps, which was helping to educate children and women, | 


Speaking of the prosperous condi- 
tions in the areas he traversed, Mr. 
Ma said that Chekiang, on the ‘east- 
‘ern seaboard, collected $30,000,000 
Fovenue in the last seal year for an 
all-time high record for the province. 

Despite Japan's claim of the oe- 
eupation of China's tiniest province, 
hhe added, agricultural and industrial 
produetion, ‘peace and order, as well 
as administrative efficiency were 
responsible for this remarkable fnan- 
lal accomplishment. 

‘He explained that farm products in 
most districts in the southeast had 
doubled in the past three years, 

Tn addition (to. normal southern 
crops, farmers, under Government 
experts, found greater profits in 
planting wheat; Kaoliang, peanuts, 
potatoes and eotion on semi-arid and 
hilly lands, Famous products such 
‘as silk from Soochow and Wusih, and 
{ea from Anhwel, had also registered 
inereases, 

‘What was more heartening, Mr. Ma 
said, was the spontaneous boycott 
maintained by peasants against. the 
Japanese. For instance, he asserted, 
Soochow’ and Wusih slik producers, 
Instead of ‘solting thelr product for 
$10 per pieul to the Japanese, ac- 
cepted the considerably lower price 
‘of $50 offered by their own people. 

‘War-timo Industrial projects "were 
belng enthusiastically supported by 
the people, who had offered to work 
twelve hours a day. Farmers and 
workers wore earning more income 
fand were free from banditry and eor~ 
ruption. 

‘Mutual guarantee and self-defence 
systems, Mr, Ma continued, had taken 
Foot and peace and order prevailed 
over the land—except along the thin 
Japanese garrison lines. All tax 
feoliectors were drawn from secondary 
sehool students, 


Work of Chinese Women 
Next to the pleture of general 
prosperity, Mr, Ma said he was most 
Impressed with the results of variou 
phases of Training, "American, Eng 
{ish and French women who volun- 
teored for war service inthe last 
wary? he declared, “would blush if 
they could see what. their Chinose 
sisters were doing in Kuangtung. 
‘Kwangsi, Hunan and other, places. 
“Chinese women do not hesitate to 
take up maseuline tasks of dofence 
‘4 construction.”

‘The Public Health Bureau, 
Which “up to the present has beet! 
lunder the jurisdiction of the ‘Minis- 
{try of the Interior, will in future bo 
directly under the jurisdiction of the 
Executive Yuan—in other words re- 
sembling in status a ministry. 

Forestry land matters have pre- 
viously been under the Ministry of 
Economic Affairs which, with’ the 
creation of thie new ministry, will be 
in charge only of work connected 
‘with “labour and’ mines, while. all 
Work connected with the Yellow, 
Yangtze and Hwai Rivers Commis: 
sions will be under the new Ministry. 

‘Although the personnel of the new 
Ministries has not yet been selected, 

is learned that Mr. Chen ‘Kuo-fu, 
Chairman of the Hwai River Con” 
servaney Commission, will be made 
the new Minister of’ Forestry Land 
and River Conservaney. 

‘The Ministry of Trade is an exe 
pansion of the work of the present 
Foreign Trade Commission, under the 
Minisry of | Finance. “This new 
ministry will resemble Boards of 
Trade in other countries, and be in 
charge of imports and exports, 

It is reported that Mr. T. L, Soong, 
a member of the Standing Com: 
mittee of the Foreign ‘Trade Com- 
‘mission, may become the new 
Minister of Trade. 

‘The Ministry of Social Affairs will 
deat with prevention of smuggling, 
Particularly of Japanese goods. into|

HANGING FIRE 
. Nov. 15. 

While the situation of Germany vis-a-vis 
Belgium, and Holland appears for the 
moment to remain static, nothing has as yet 
transpired to show that the fears, which have 
been expressed relative to a possible invasion 
of Holland, and perhaps Belgium as well, 
are not justified. ‘That they are felt in Hol- 
land itself is amply demonstrated by the 
decision to commence flooding the country, 
a step which could not be left to the last 
minute for fear the floods would not be deep 
‘enough to impede the progress of the invader 
‘once he starts to move. “As it has already 
been pointed out, the decision to take this 
step was a grave one, but, nevertheless fully 
Justified in view of the massing of German 
forces along the Belgian and Netherlands’ 
frontiers. ‘The German explanation that be- 
cause of the shortness of the western front, 
‘these men, really reserves, had to be spread 
out fanwise is by no means acceptable, for 
many of those troops between Aachen’ and 
the Elbe are as far away from the western 
theatre of war as if they were still on the 
German-Polish frontier. ‘The latest German 
pronouncement on the subject declares that 
Germany intends to respect the neutrality of 
Holland and Belgium so long as Great Bri- 
tain and France do so, and so long as the 
first two countries show themselves capable 
of preserving their neutrality. If words 
meant anything at all, it would scem that 
that assurance was ' sufficient guarantee 
that the two threatened countries might yet 
‘escape seatheless from the present struggle, 
but Herr Hitler’s government has made it 
perfectly clear that the neutrality which it 
desires from those two countries is one in 
which they shall actively assist in breaching 
the system of economic control which is 
proving so effective a weapon for the pur- 
pose of depriving Germany of war supplies. 
‘The Allied control of the import of supplies 
into those two neutral countries is an ac- 
‘complished fact. Should Belgium and Hol~ 
Jand not do their utmost successfully to help 
in breaking the blockade Herr Hitler wil! 
dub them as not neutral; should he for 
reasons of his own desire to move even 
more swiftly than he apparently originally 
contemplated, all it is necessary for him to 
decide is that they are not capable of pre~ 
serving their neutrality, whereupon he will 
proceed to preserve it for them by means of 
‘an invasion. 

There is probably much ground for the 
stories seeping out from Germany that a 
regular battle is being fought behind the 
scenes in Berlin between two factions, one 
headed by Field-Marshal Goering, the moder- 
ate, and the other by Herr von Ribbentrop, 
the extremist, the former reluctant to g¢ 
to extremes against Holland and the latter 
ready to attack the Netherlanders regardless 
of whatever effect it might have upon world 
opinion in general and American in parti- 
cular. Herr von Ribbentrop is a desperate 
man. His incompetent assessment of the 
political situation before the onslaught on 
Poland, his idée fixe that the Allies would 
never be prevailed upon to fight, and his 
confirmed hatred of Britain have ‘helped to 
create him the evil genius behind Herr Hitler, 
Having landed Der Fuchrer in the mess in 
which he is at present, there can be for him 
‘only one doctrine, that of the completest 
audaciousness in the hope that something 
will eventuate to redeem his own broken 
prestige, and the fortunes of his leader. 
Herr Hitler will in all probability, as he has 
done in the past, make his own decision. 
That he is to some extent influenced by the 
opinions of his advisers is proved by what 
has already happened, and though it is 
claimed that he makes his own immutable 
decisions, the very fact that there is this 
behind-the-scenes battle in progress clearly 
indicates that there are amongst his advisers 
men who hope that their counsels will pre- 
vail. ‘There can be not the slightest doubt 
that this proposed venture into Holland has. 
about it features which should commend 
themselves to Herr Hitler. As one of the 
methods by which an early termination may 
be made to the war—in German opini 
it has doubtless much to commend it. But 
when he comes to make the decision, he has 
naturally to ask himself whether in fact it 
will produce the desired effect. The Allies 
are determined that it shall not, and they 
are in a much better position to thwart 
him, than he is able to carry out whatever 
plan upon which he may decide. 

‘The significant feature about recent deve 
lopments is the change of attitude with re- 
gard to the neutrality of the two countries 
threatened. From unconditional assurances 
that thelr rights and integrity would be re- 
spected, there has been a change to a.condi- 
tional undertaking, one in which the sole 
judge of its applicability or inapplicability 
‘will be Herr Hitler, and the danger to Hol- 
Jand and Belgium is that, as his position be- 
‘comes increasingly desperate, he will become 
deereasingly likely to honour this particular 
commitment as he has been in the past. 
After all, in face of his major perfidies, the 
invasion of these two neutral countries would 
be in his cyes a minor matter and in his 
resent plight he might very well ask him- 
self why he should strain at a ghat after 
having so competently swallowed so many 
camels. The attitude which Belgium and 
Holland have adopted throughout haz been

‘They 
will not, however, escape it. The deeds of 
their government "have aroused the firmest 
determination that this evil thing which has 
‘been created shall be exterminated, Nothing 
hhas happened since the outbreak of the war’ 
in any way to modify that determination, 
Indeed there has been much to strengthen it. 
‘There may be much more in the future when, 
the dogs of war are finally unleashed. It 
may be that both the threatened couniries 
will be overrun or at least made the cockpit 
©f contending nations, but of this they may 
rest assured, an Allied victory means for 
them a continuance of their history ; an 
Allied defeat means their subjugation ‘and 
slavery such as has been fastened around 
the necks of Czechoslovakia, Austria, and 
Poland. ‘That they will resist invasion is 
clear. In doing so they will receive the as- 
sistance of the Allies, and all the world wants 
to know now is when Herr Hitler will 
Grive them out of their neutrality into Allied 
arms,

‘The decision to 
French garrisons in North China is, in the 
light of all the circumstances, a sound move, 
and one which was obviously’ dictated by the 
necessities of war. The decision was not 
reached, as one German jibe would have it, 
because’ of the inability to secure sufficient 
recruils in Great Britain to send to France, 
Hor the fact is that men are being called up 
only as quickly as they can be trained with 
existing facilities, and that for the Allied im- 
mediate purposes Great Britain is supplying 
sufficient strength in manpower, having in 
those classes which have not yet been called 
up a wealth of reserve which will make itself 
felt as the war progresses. Nor is the deci- 
sion the result of Japanese representations 
made some time ago, shortly after the out- 
break of war, to the effect that the troops of 
warring nations should be withdrawn from 
China in order to avoid incidents. It will 
be remembered that both Great Britain, and 
France refused to agree to that step then, 
and the fact is that had the Japanese not. 
made that request the reduction of British 
‘and French forces in North China would 
have been effected much earlier, When the 
decision of the British Government to reduce 
{the naval patrol on the Yangtze is taken into 
consideration, it is obviously clear that it was 
reached as a result of a desire not to leave 
too many men, whose services would be of 
considerable use elsewhere, wasting their time 
doing protective work which could safely 
be handled by a much smaller force, and, 
as in the Yangtze, the British flag will still 
be kept flying by ‘the minimum of men left 
there for the purpose of affording whatever 
protection may be necessary to British in- 
terests in Tientsin and Peiping. ‘The with- 
drawal of these forces, therefore, constitutes 
no relinquishment of principle, a fact which 
is clearly demonstrated by the retention of 
2 number of men in the north. To talk of 
the abandonment of rights cither on the 
part of Great Britain, or of France is, in the 
circumstances, ludicrous, Those rights would 
not be abandoned even if temporarily the 
British Government decided to remove 
every soldier and sailor in China elsewhere 
for the purposes of war, and to sec in this 
latest development anything of the sort is to 
see something which simply docs not exist. 
OF the right of certain Powers to main 
tain garrisons in North China there cannot 
be the slightest doubt. That right has 
never been abrogated, and if for the time 
being, because of emergencies elsewhere, it 
is necessary to reduce those yarrisons 10 a 
mere shadow of their normal selves, that 
can involve neither questions of principle or 
of right. There cannot be any question of 
surrender of British or French rights in 
China. ‘That has been made quite plain by 
both governments, emphasized by practically 
every Power which has important interests. 
in this country, and when the decision is 
viewed in that light it is clear that it can 
only be regarded as a very prudent step, 
nd the consolidation of strength rather than 
continuance of its dissipation. It is a 
pleasing fact that, on the whole, te relations 
between Great Britain, and Japan have i 
Fecent weeks shown some improvement at 
Tokyo, and in certain parts of China. ‘That 
results just as much from a genuine attempt 
to understand euch other's point of view, as 
it does from the realization in Tokyo that at’ 
least one of Japan's more recent friendships 
has proved itself to be nothing else than a 
betrayal. On the other hand it is disturbing 
to note that, according to a telegram appear- 
ing in another column, there has been a 
up of the restrictions enforced at 

the barriers round the British Concession in 
Tientsin, and a recrudescence of anti-British 
sentiment in Peiping. Similar occurrences 
fare reported from Shantung where attempts 
to perfect anti-British boycott are still being 
made, and to a certain extent these reports 
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have the unfortunate effect of offsetting the 
better impression which has more recently 
prevailed in Tokyo: It is to be hoped that, 
within a short while, there will be a similar 
improvement. in the relations, between the 
Japanese authorities in North China, and 
third party neutrals, to that which is being 
shown in Japan itself, and that the day will 
not be far distant when it will be possible 
at least to reach a better understanding in 
the Far East ian has prevailed during the 
ast two years or more, That should not 
prove insuperably difficult, for the settlement 
of the Kulangsu incident is ample proof 
that, given the necessary amount of good 
will, pending «issues can be satisfactorily 
disposed of. 

So long as it is realized that none of the 
Powers interested in China are prepared 
to relinquish their interests and rights in 
this country, interests and rights which have 
been acquired honourably and at the ex- 
pense of decades of intensive industry, so 
Tong will it be possible to arrive at an all 
round adjustment which, in everyone's in- 
terests, should be reached, ‘The preoccupa- 
tion of Great Britain and ‘France in Europe 
will not Jast for ever, nor, while it lasts, 
will those two Powers’ be oblivious 10 deve- 
Jopments in the Far East, The reduction 
of northern garrisons to mere symbolic 
strengths, necessitated by the demands of 
war elsewhere, is not, therefore, to be re- 
garded as anything ‘but a prudent step, 
Which would have been taken following the 
outbreak of the European war regardless of 
the situation in the Far East. Just as in the 
case of the reduction in the strength of the 
Yangtze patrol, where there has been no 
abandonment of the British position, so also 
the maintenance of a small force in’ Peiping 
and Tientsin is suMcient indication that 
there has been, and will be no relinquis 
ment of British rights in northern China 
There is no question of allowing the British 
case in this country to go by default, Those 
who profess to see in this development an 
indication that this is probable are taking a 
short-sighted rather than a long-sighted 
view of the situation, for the retention of 
merely a platoon of men between Tientsin 
and Peiping would be sufficient to em- 
phasize British rights in that part of China, 
Great Britain, and France stand now, as they 
have always’ done, in line with the other 
great Powers having substantial interests in 
ithis country. They, as well as the others, 
are interested and will continue to be ine 
terested in the final settlement of issues 
which the Sino-Japanese hostilities have 
created. ‘The British Government has made 
that quite plain in its various statements 
that its policies regarding this part of the 
world have undergone no change. ‘There is, 
then, to be seen in this decision to reduce 
the garrisons no surrender of ights, which 
are in fact still being emphasized, but rather 
‘an adaptation to existing circumstances and 
‘a demonstration of flexibility fully in keep 
ing with declared intentions, and an ine 
sistence upon rights which have still to be 
vindicated. 




















DEAD SEA FRUIT 
Nov. 17. 
Enough time has elapsed since the con~ 
quest of Poland for sufficient information to 
become available from which to form a 
reliable estimate of what Germany has 
gained in Poland. Exact figures of German 
losses have not been made public, for those 


which the Reich has issued’ are so 
grotesquely small as to be completely un= 
believable. ‘The estimate of the French 


General Staff may be taken as more closely 
approximating the truth, and according 10 
their reckoning the German armies sustained 
150,000 killed, or grievously wounded, in ad- 
dition to. 160,000 lightly wounded. ‘They 
also lost 800 aeroplanes, 000 pilots, and 380 
tanks. Such figures represent heavy losses, 
‘and themselves provide the reason why the 
German authorities have sought to minimize 
them. By the occupation of 48 per cent. of 
Poland, Germany obtained 80 per cent. of 
the whole of Polish industry, 35 per cent 
of the whole of the harvest and but five per 
cent. of the Polish oll fields. ‘The area oc 
cupied by Germany has been completely 
ruined and to restore it will require much 
time and the expenditure of considerable 
sums of money. ‘The acquisition of such a 
large proportion of Polish industry by 
nation which has a great industry of its own 
constitutes more of a burden than an asset. 
The mills, and factories are out of order, 
in some cases ruined, and their restoration, 
even if Germany needed it, would be a ques- 
tion of months. The cotton mills would re 
quire considerable supplies of cotton to keep 
them busy. ‘That, Germany docs not possess, 
and is not likely to possess until the end of 
the war, while what supplies she still has 
are needed for the operation of her own 
mills, and those in the former Czechoslovak 
territory. Much the same applies to the 
woollen industry in the Biclsko district. 
Here Germany is not and cannot be interested 
in reopening the mills as they cannot export 
the manufactured textiles, while the existing, 
German mills are adequate for domestic 
constimption. It may safely be said, there~ 
fore, that so far as these particular industries 
are concerned they will probably le idle for 
the time being. 

‘The Polish iron, and steel industry in 
Silesia, Sosnowiec, and Teschen might be of 
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great importance to Germany, because of 
their close proximity to coalfields, but Poland 
has no supply of iron ore of her own, and 
hhas had in the past to depend upon foreign 
ore, and that chiefly from Sweden. Ger- 
many, not being at the moment in a position 
to increase her own supplies of ore, can only 
hope to depend upon supplies coming from 
Russia, but this will not be available for 
some time to come, and, when it is, will 
need to be paid for, and that probably in 
exchange in view of the German failure 
already to deliver heavy goods under exist~ 
ing arrangements with the Soviet. ‘The pos 
tion, therefore, is that, at any rate for the 
present, the value of the Polish iron industry 
to Germany is practically nil. Probably the 
biggest asset which Germany has acquired 
consists of the rich coalflelds in the districts 
mentioned above with the addition of Cra~ 
cow. ‘These were responsible for an annual 
‘output of 40,000,000 tons per annum. On 
this amount approximately 25 per cent. was 
exported to Scandinavia, western, and south- 
eastern Europe, and a continuance of this 
trade woilld be of considerable value to Ger~ 
many as providing at least some of the 
foreign exchange of which she stands in such 
lurgent need. But it is reported that all the 
Polish mines are out of order requiring from 
four to six months before they ean be re- 
stored to enable Germany to profit from 
them, while even then the shortage of Ger- 
man’ engineers, foremen and miners will 
militate against. their being able to reach 
the normal production mark for a .consider- 
able time to come. ‘The destruction of the 
Polish mines forces Poland's customers to 
look elsewhere for thelr coal supplies, and 
the only country which can export, and de- 
liver to Sweden and Italy is Great Britain, 
An interesting bargaining point is thus 
placed in the hands of that nation, which 
can make the supplies of coal to them de~ 
pendent upon their agreement not to supply 
Germany with certain articles which they 
export to her, including the much-wanted 
fron ore, or at least to curtail their shipments, 
‘Thus the coalfields provide no opportunity 
of immediate profit to Germany, and at the 
Present moment are more in the nature of a 
ability, 

‘The German expectation of being able to’ 
lay hands on large quantities of com and 
the products of the Polish oil-flelds has not 
been realized. ‘The surrender of the eastern 
portion of Poland to Soviet Russia, means 
that Germany has lost the ry of 
Poland. That portion which Germany has 
seized never had, even in times of peace, a 
surplus of grain, while all the agricultural 
districts which ordinarily do have, such as 
Volynia, East Little Poland and Viino were 
taken by the Soviet. ‘The latter also foiled 
the German desire to acquire the Polish oll- 
fields. With the exception of a few old and 
exhausted wells in the neighbourhood of 
Jaslo and Krosno, the production of which 
seareely amounts’ to five per cent. of the 
total output, Soviet Russia has control of} 
Poland's wealth under this heading, the rich 
wells of Borislav and Drohobyez thus being 
diverted from German possession, It is clear 
from the foregoing that the immediate Ger~ 
man gains, apart from an oxtension of her: 
borders is’ small in the extreme, and even 
with the most intensive development will re- 
quire years of work before there can be any 
adequate return for the great price Germany 
haz paid for her conquest. Of immediate 
benefit there is little or nothing, and the con- 
twibution which a ruined and’ dismembered 
Poland can make to the German cause is 
most cortainly out of all proportion to what 
Germany has lost and surrendered to Soviet 
Russia, “Ag for the future an Allied victory 
will ensure that Germany shall not have the 
opportunity of developing these temporarily 
ruined resources. In this conneetion it will 
bbe remembered that Germany has been cast~ 
ing envious eyes on Yugoslavia and Rumania, 
and It is already suggested that an attempt 
will be made to secure the resources of those 
two countries. If Germany attempts to 
obtain them by foree the destruction of the 
Rumanian oil-fields, as in the last war, may be 
confidently expected, in which even’all Ger 
many would have to show for her venture 
would be a victory over those Balkan States 
quite as fruitless as that which she has ob- 
tained over Poland. The formation of a Balkan 
peace bloc may indeed put an end to Ger- 
man aspirations in that direction, but if it 
does not, all that remains to Germany is the 
chance ‘of acquiring a few more choice 
specimens of Dead Sea fruit, 
































ITALY’S POSITION 
Nov. 18. 
Alter some weoks of quiescence Signor 
Mussolini has again come out into the open 
with an unexpected speech in Rome, in which 
he warned his hearers that the Italian people 
must be prepmed for war. The general 
impression created was that he has in fact 


confirmed his wait-and-see policy, while at ja 


the same time there is no indication that he 
has renounced any of his claims in the 
Mediterranean and Africa. There cannot be 
the slightest doubt that the recent changes 
in the policy of Herr Hitler have been a very 
considerable embarrassment for the Italian 
Teader, and while he has not as yet re- 
oriented his own policy, there is the pos~ 
sibility that future developments in south- 
eastern Furope, resulting from Herr Hitler's 


‘surrender to the Soviet, may sooner or later 
oblige Signor Mussolini to make decisions 
from which he is at present refraining. While 
Italy and Germany had a common outlook 
‘on ‘the subject of the Comintern, and the 
demands to be made upon Great Britain and 
France, Signor Mussolini could apparently 
watch ‘the growth of German influence in 
the basin of the Danube and the Balkans 
with some degree of complacency, for 
mutuality of purpose was the best possible 
bond which could keep two such uncomfort- 
able friends together. That the German-Italian 
understanding was unpopular in Italy was 
entirely beside the point so long as Signor 
Mussolini and Herr Hitler were content to 
follow parallel, if not identical paths. Those 
paths were no longer parallel or identical 
after the announcement at the end of 
August of the non-aggression pact between 
Germany and Russia, which within the short 
space of a month afterwards was clearly 
demonstrated to amount to a much closer 
understanding involving the manner in which 
the Polish spoils were to be divided. ‘That 
‘amounted to a complete betrayal of the Anti- 
Comintern pact, upon which the Rome-Ber- 
lin Axis was based, and from the moment it 
became known, it was clear that Herr Hitler 
was bent on pursuing his own way entirely, 
regardless of his commitments to his fellow 
dictator in Italy. The fact that Italy re- 
frained from entering into the war simul- 
taneously with Germany may be equally 
attributable to this betrayal as to the face- 
saving release from her commitments which 
Herr Hitler gave her. 

It was quite obvious that complete under- 
standing could no longer exist between the 
two countries, and since that time it has 
become increasingly plain that whatever 
confidence existed between the two leaders 
could no longer be counted upon. Thus 
the admission of Russia into European affairs 
hhas seen the commencement of endeavours 
to extend that influence not only along the 
coasts of the Baltic, but in the Balkans as 
well. The Balkan’ states realizing their 
peril have recently been talking about the 
formation of a neutral bloc under the gis 
of Italy. At first Herr Hitler was not averse 
from such a movement, but under pressure 
from Moscow that attitude has undergone a 
profound niodifieation, and disavowal by 
Berlin of the original plan has resulted. The 
reason given to the effect that such a scheme 
served the purposes of the Allies is weak 
in the extreme, for a completely neutral 
Balkan bloc would serve nobody's ends but 
those of the States comprising it. The fact 
of the matter is that such an arrangement 
would place a very definite obstacle in the 
way of the realization of Russian plans in 
the Balkans, and it is because of that fact 
that Russian pressure was brought to bear 
upon Herr Hitler who, perforce, has had to 
yield. The difficulty ‘of reconciling Soviet 
‘demands with the Reich's former recogni- 
tion of Italy's preponderant influence in 
south-east Europe became insuperable, and 
Herr Hitler has been obliged to follow the 
line of least resistance and again to betray 
hhis closest friend. The facility with which 
Herr Hitler has ‘lied to the world at large, 
foresworn his own pledges and tricked his 
own ally, suggests that in all possibility he 
will in turn, when it has served his pur- 
pose, endeavour also to betray the Soviet. 
He will not find that easy, for already M. 
Stalin like some old man’ of the sea has 
wrapped his legs firmly around the Hitlerian 
neck, and it will takes more than alittle 
duplicity to dislodge him. He has extracted 
already a heavy price for whatever transitory 
benefits Herr Hitler hopes to obtain from 
his infamous bargain with Soviet Russia, the 
embodiment of the Comintern, and from 
all that can be seen now the ‘full bill has 
not yet been presented. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that so in~ 
Muentiat a journal “as the “Gazzetta del 
Popolo” ef Turin should publish the signifie- 
‘unt article warning the Soviet against en- 
deavouring to extend its power west of the 
Carpathians, a résumé of which appears -in 
inother column. Italy, the newspaper as- 
serted, could never permit the Kremlin to 
extend its power beyond the Carpathians 
into the valley of the Danube, across the 
Balkans and towards the Mediterranean, It 
was only a very short while ago that there 
was reason to fear that German influence 
would extend into that part of the world 
eventually to obliterate that of Italy, with 
Nazi domination reaching as far south as 
the shores of the Adriatic. That threat has. 
disappeared only to be replaced with a more 
dangerous one from the Italian point of 

in the attempt of Russia to usurp the 
place in the Balkans which Herr Hitler had 
designed for himself. An anti-Bolshevik 
Italy, a country which was only saved from 
its pernicious doctrines by the courage and 
determination of the movement led by 
Signor Mussolini, cannot be expected to 
tolerate this Russian incursion into an 
area in which Italy has consistently laid 

to paramount interest, and the prob- 
ies are that in view of the threat whi 
this Russian movement undoubtedly creates, 
Signor Mussolini will continue with his en- 
deavours to secure the Balkan neutral bloc 
under his iwgis as the only means of pre- 
venting the further advance of Bolshevism 
up to his own borders in similar fashion to 
that which Herr Hitler has permitted in 
Poland. He has opened the Russian door to 



































the west and the possibility of Red forces 
“menacing the Balkans, the Black Sea, and 


leven the Mediterrancan itself, is something 
which cannot now be lightly’ regarded, If 
for the moment Herr Hitler stands alone save 
for the menacing friendship of the Russian 
bear, Italy is-at present in no better a case. 
She ‘can, however, without sacrifice of prin- 
ciples enter into better relationship with 
Great Britain and France, and it is to be 
hoped that those two countries will do no- 
thing to render more difficult the rupture of 
the understanding with Germany which has 
brought nothing of profit to Rome, but only 
the spectacle of a treacherous betrayal. 





SATISFACTORY WEEK 
Nov. 20. 

While there has been nothing spectacular 
in connection with the war during the past 
week, it has been replete. with hopeful and 
significant signs, and the Allies may safely 
congratulate themselves that if there has 
been any change in the position it has ‘een 
fall in their favour. The conference between 
representatives of the two Governments has 
resulted in the perfection of a closer co- 
operation than ever before, and in all depart- 
ments of the war, military, naval, and 
‘economic the two have come together so well 
‘that for all practical purposes in connection 
with these hostilities they form one solid 
unit. The wideness of the scope of co- 
operation is such that identity of purpose 
has been achieved in every department of 
‘the activities of the two nations, and unity of 
command on land and sea has been com- 
plemented by a complete economic un- 
‘derstanding which should work to the 
convenience, and well-being of the Al- 
lies in all directions. The appeals of 
the monarchs of Belgium and Holland have 
fallen on stony ground so far as Herr Hitler 
is concerned. The replies of King George 
‘and M. Lebrun emphasized the objects of the 
Allies, but left the door open for further re~ 
presentations on the part of the wouldbe 
interveners should that be possible. ‘That it 
was not, is solely the work of Herr Hitler, 
who emphatically slammed the door in the 
faces of the two neutral rulers. For the 
time being the threat of invasion to Belgium, 
and Holland, which the massing of consider- 
able strength along their borders by Germany 
made apparent, seems now not so imminent 
jas it did a short while ago. ‘That is in all 
probability due to the reaction of world-wide 
public opinion, and the interest which both 
Spain and Italy have been taking in ‘the 
matter, The menace has not yet disappeared, 
and as matters stand at present, it may be 
safely assumed that should Herr Hitler see 
any immediate benefit resulting from such 
an action, or should he become more desper- 
fate than he is at present reported to be, and 
‘his lot is a very uneasy one at the moment, 
he may be expected to throw all restraint 
to the winds, and embark upon the invasion 
which has been on the cards ever since the 
war commenced. 

‘There are significant reports current to the 
‘effect that Herr Hitler favours a general all 
round onslaught with all arms as a means 
of bringing the war to an early end. His 
views are not shared by his own command, 
and many of the military leaders, whose 
Knowledge of such matters may be assumed 
to be somewhat superior to that of Der 
Fuchrer, are strongly opposed to any such 
action, preferring a policy of maintaining the 
German strength intact against the time 
when economic pressure may force Germany 
to the conference table. There cannot be 
the slightest doubt about it that whichever 
armies assume the offensive against the 
‘strong positions which have been prepared 
on either side they must face the prospect of 
‘enormous, and possibly ruinous casualties. 
‘The Allies can with safety consent to the 
continuance of the military stalemate con- 
fident that the enormous pressure of the 
‘economic control must eventually wear down 
German resistance. Not so Herr Hitler. He 
is unable to maintain such a pressure. His 
submarine blockade is a failure, the losses 
which are being inflicted upon the Allies 
being demonstrably smaller than they were 
at the commencement of the war, while the 
progressive destruction of the U-boat gives 
promise that losses in the future will con- 
tinue to dwindle. He has got to attempt to 
force a decision before economic control 
reaches a degree under which the pressure it 
‘exerts will become unendurable, and it is 
because of that that he so earnestly desires 
0 stake all on a wild all-round gamble in 
‘which there are few if any factors favouring 
his chances. Hence the recent hints of 
ruthless U-boat warfare, though in this con- 
nection it would be interesting to know what 
‘other term could be applied to the submarine 
‘campaign. up to the present. There is every 
‘reason to believe that Germany has reached 
the peak of her war material production. 
‘The raising of the working hours from eight 
to ten a day suggests last efforts to keep pace 
with the ever-increasing output of the 
Allies, who, with the supplies which are now 
available from the United States, are in a 
‘better material position to carry on the war 
‘than Herr Hitler ever has been. To this 
there is to be added the manner in which 
the Dominions have rallied to the Empire. 
In a comparatively short while the first 











Canadian ‘contingent will be salling for 
France; Australian units are being formed, 
‘while even New Zealand is preparing to do 
her bit. When it is remembered that the 
British Empire eventually put over eight

‘million troops into the last war, with France 
contributing to practically the same extent 
it is apparent that the Allies have reserves 
of man power which cannot be equalled by 
Herr Hitler. 

Hence Herr Hitler's desire for an attempt 
at a Blitzkrieg which is no longer possible. 
‘As every day passes his position becomes 
increasingly perilous, and there is every 
prospect that, while he hesitates at the 
moment becatise of the opposition of his 
own military experts, he may decide to 
stake his fate, and that of his country on one 
last throw. Should he decide to do so, it 
will cause no dismay amongst the Allies. 
It Is something they have been expecting all 
along, and for which they are thoroughly 
well prepared. “Nazi quarters last week made 
it quite clear what thelr war aim is, namely, 
the destruction of the power of the British 
Empire, If anyone had any doubt about it be- 
fore, the situation is now quite clear, and itis an 
issue upon which Great Britain is quite pre- 
pared to mect them, perfectly confident of 
the result. The situation in the Balkans in- 
creased in interest during the last seven days. 
‘The continued penetration of Russian in- 
fluence in that area, over which Italy has 
consistently claimed ‘a preponderant interest 
hhas aroused concern in Rome, and latest de- 
clarations indicate: that should the Soviet 
endeavour to press the point too far. they 
may find themselves faced with the prospect 
of having to fight Italy, which is just as 
much opposed to Bolshevism as ever it was. 
It may be that the bonds between Germany 
and Italy have not yet been weakened 50 
much as the Allies would desire, but there 
is always the possibility that the actions of 
Germany's newest, and, very obviously, 
dearest friend, the’ Soviet, may lead to a 
complete dissolution of German-Italian ties. 
‘The outbreak of the Czechs against German 
rule, significant as it undoubtedly is, should 
not be taken for the great revolt which may 
be ultimately expected, ‘The protectorate 
which Herr Hitler has established is aptly 
described as the largest concentration camp 
under his control, and in view of the stories 
of what Js happening, and the ruthless sup- 
pression of the Czechs, it would’ seem that 
the description is most apt as wholly con- 
grous with the stories of what has happened 
in other and smaller camps. The hatred 
which his myrmidons have managed to create 
and maintain in Austria, Czechoslovakia and 
Poland is in itself a definite lability, and 
fone which may have a profound effect os 
this war drags on, 


























RUTHLESS WARFARE 


Nov. 21. 
At will be remembered that about the be- 
winning of the war Herr Hitler announced 
that the Reich was in possession of a weapon 
which it could use, and which the Allies 
would not be able'to use agdinst it, The 
sinking of the Simon Bolivar, Netherlander, 
Carica Milica, Lithuanian, Borjesson, Swed= 
ish, Grazia, Italian, and Blackhill, Beitish,— 
four neutrals for one British vessel !—sug- 
gests that Herr Hitler was indulging in no 
empty bragging, but really had in mind the 
lise of submarine mines in circumstances 
completely unlawful. Of course the use of 
such methods of warfare will remain the ex- 
elusive process of the Reich, for no decent 
self-respecting nation would descend to such 
depths. And so from the initial stroke 
‘against the Athenia, the Nazi navy is becom= 
ing more and more entangled in the web of 
sheer wickedness, until mines are laid with- 
out any notification in a channel followed 
by merchant shipping, both British and 
neutral, and laid undoubtedly for the specific 
purpose of destroying such shipping. ‘The 
British Admiralty has right on its side when 
it declares that “the sinking of the Nether- 
Jands' ship Simon Boliver off the east coast 
of England is a further example of the utter 
disregard of international aw and dictates 
of humanity shown by present-day Ger- 
many." Beyond merely reporting the actual 
fact of the sinking of the Simon Bolivar the 
German news agencies have preserved i 
significant silence. It has not_even been 
suggested that after all it was Great Britain 
who was responsible for the tragedy, and 
the strangely-eloquent reticence of Germany 
in this respect can be taken either as an 
admission of guilt, or a failure to think up 
me new story plausibly placing responsibil- 
ity at other doors but her own. It is no 
longer possible to accuse Mr. Winston Church- 
‘of complicity in the outrages, for the 
destruction of such shipping, whether British 
oF neutral, is so clearly against British in- 
terests that to do so would be to deseribe 
hhim as deficient of those very mental quali- 
ties by reason of which the Nazis so cordial- 
ly hate and fear him. No, the German 
oMicial reticence is highly significant, and 
as the days pass the chance of making any 
acceptable explanation diminishes. 

The facts of the case are clear enough. 
Far from laying strategically defensive mine 
ficlds, properly notified, and with every pos- 
sible'care taken to ensure the safety of 
neutrals using the seas, the German navy has 
quite clearly departed from accepted and 
legal pragtices, and resorted to means of 
carrying on its ruthless submarine warfare 
by the use of mines in channels where 
neutral shipping has every right to proceed 
without undue risk, and along which Allied 























vessels can travel always with the possibility 
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of enemy action against them. The sowing 
‘of mines in such areas as that in which no 
fewer than five vessels have just met their 
‘endl, constitutes a form of undeclared war- 
fave against all shipping irrespective of 1 
tionality and of neutrality. It needs to be 
‘emphasized that of the five ships sunk, only 
fone belonged to the Allies, and this action 
by Germany constitutes nothing less than 
undeclared war against the shipping of all 
countries, not because of nationality, but 
because it happens to be shipping. Warfare 
of this description which involves indis- 
criminate destruction of the property of 
friend or foe has nothing whatever to be 
said in its favour, and everything requiring 
condemnation. In addition to this it has 
now to be realized that the hinted ruthless 
submarine warfare is in fact actually in pro- 
gress and it becomes very plain that in the 
attempt to establish a counter to the Allied 
economic control the Reich is prepared to go 
to any lengths calculated to imperil whatever 
shipping may find it necessary to proceed 
within the areas around the Allied coasts. 
‘Much of that shipping may be engaged in 
purely lawful pursuits, and, as such, is en~ 
titled to require that its safety shall be re~ 
spected by the combatants. ‘That this is not 
being done by Germany is now made per- 
fectly plain, and the neutral countries have 
had notice served upon them that they pro- 
eced in certain undefined areas entirely at 
their own risk, and that whether they are 
sunk or not, whether their crews and pas~ 
sengers are drowned or not #s a matter with 
regard to which, so far as the German high 
command is concerned, there can only be 
complete indifference. ‘That is one of the 
evils of indiscriminate mining. Once the 
mines are laid the layer has no control over 
them as to what they shall damage, and the 
fact that these mines were placed where 
they were is indisputable proof that all the 
Reich was concerned with was that something 
or other might be sunk, regardless of what or 
whose it might be. 

It is clear that the neutral nations of the 
world, and particularly of Europe are being 
obliged to pay a heavy price for their neu- 
tality. In Holland only reference to the 
facts without comment has been made, ob- 
viously for the purpose of creating as little 
friction with Germany as possible. Active 
expression of resentment by the Netherlands’ 
Government would only be regarded by the 
Reich as another departure from that neu- 
trality which it would dearly like to breach, 
for reasons for which it is ever in search. 
As a result of this peculiarly despicable action 
some hundreds of lives have been imperilled, 
at Ieast one hundred killed and a large num- 
ber wounded, all innocent people some of 
whom are not even remotely connected with 
the war, But then there is nothing easier 
than to make war upon the defenceless, and 
‘an unarmed merchantman is about the most 
innocuous vessel which the German navy 
could attack either by submarine or mine.

‘effect of this addition to the list of the Reich's 
departures from the __generally-accepted 
canons of war upon world opinion. ‘There is 
the possibility that it will do little more than 
confirm the views which have already 
‘been expressed in connection with the si 
ing of the Athenia, for it is a cynical re~ 
flection upon the manner in which the Reich 
is conducting its marine warfare that such 
incidents as this must eventually be merely 
taken for granted. ‘The Ethiopian has not 
changed his skin, nor the leopard his spots, 
‘and this present’ war is witnessing just the 
same type of frightfulness which marked the 
various German submarine campaigns of the 
ast war. ‘The past weeks have witnessed 
the reduction of the effectiveness of the Ger~ 
man U-boat against the shipping of the 
Allies, which is now adequately protected 
by the convoy system and whose losses have 
been reduced to a minimum, ‘They have on 
the other hand witnessed’ a considerable 
growth of casualties in neutral shipping, but 
this is the first occasion where it has been 
demonstrated that the German naval com- 
mand is willing to run the risk of sinking 
four noutval vessels for the chance of sinking 
fone British. It is unfortunately the case 
that it cannot be expected that Germany will 
change her ways. Indeed only to be anti- 
cipated that as her case grows more desperate 
her conduct will become more outrayeous. 
‘That neutrals are being made to suffer in 
this manner cannot but be regretted, and it 
is to be hoped that, when peace comes to 
be negotiated, arrangements will be made 
whereby they’ will be indemnified for all the 
wrongs that Germany is at present callously 
doing to them,

Back to Walking Sticks 


Black-outs in Britain are providing an im- 
petus for the revival of all sorts of fashions, 
Jand not the least among them Js the walking 
tick—or cane ss American cousins somewhat 
disdainfully deseribe it. In reeent years, the 
walking slick has been out of fashion, although 
jn London, of course, the umbrella’ has long 
been the trusted friend of the businessman, 
much before it gained universal if not historic 
fame through its connection with Mr. Neville 
[Chamberlain, the Prime Minister, and his! 
peace efforts which, alas, proved so fullle. Ac- 
cording to the latest reports from Landon, the 
Jdemand for walking sticks for use by night 
walkers, who have to feel thelr way through 
the gloom owing to the absence of lights, has 
Increased so greatly that maniufseturers claim 
[that they cannot handle any more orders from 
firms until after Christmas. From Nottingham, 
comes a novel invention by an engineer who 
has produced a walking stick which lights, up— 
within reasonable Air Raid Precaution and De- 
[fence of the Realm Limits—when used by the. 
pedestrian. He states he conceived the idea 
after he walked into a lamp post during a 
Dlack-out. "The stick has a metal frame and 
automatically flashes on when touching the: 
ground, ‘Small protected bulbs give off a 
yellow light in front and a red light at the 
fback, and by a simple adjustment it becomes 
fan ordinary walking stick for day use. Another 
fadvantage is that it can be used for reading 
in darkened trains, although this may not be 
so Important as experiments are being made 
In running trains with black-out devices which| 
permit normal interior lighting without shed- 
Jding rays outside. With sueh inventions being 
reoncelved, there should be a great market for 
}a glow worm cultivator in this struggle for Hlu- 
{mination which illumines but does not betray. 


Stalin v. Hitler! 


‘The article in “Le Temps” discussing the 
general situation is interesting as stating that 
the ‘real “struggle Is belween Herr Hitler, and 
M: Stalin. ‘The’ former has apparently. been 
‘cherishing the idea of substituting M. Molotov 
for M. Stalin, and bringing about a pro-German 
revolution in’ Russia, while NM Stalin feels now 
{is the time to consolidate his position in Poland 
fand the Baltic, and then to Bolshevise Germany, 
while awaiting the opportunity to hand out the 
same treatment to western Furope, It has been 
felear all along that M. Stalin, no matter what. 
Ihe might have said from time to time on 
the subject, Js Just as firmly bent on bringing 
Jabout the world revolution as is the Third In- 
fternationale, and the policies of Herr Hitler has 
afforded him a splendid opportunity for carry- 
Ing on the good work. In. his desperation Herr 
Hitler went cap in hand to Moscow, performing. 
the pilgrimage to Canossa at very considerable 
expense to his country, and his policies... 
[Stalin is afraid ‘that Reichwehr chiefs might 
[combine to bring about an internal coup, est~ 
Ablishing a military dictatorship, the object of 
which would be ‘the perfection of an under- 
standing with Britain and the prevention of the 
Bolshevization of Germany and Western Europe. 
‘That fear must undoubtedly be shared by Herr 
Hitler, for while the Allies do not desire the 
ldestruetion of Germany, they do. want the 
feradication of all that Herr Hitler and his ac- 
lcomplices stand for. It should not. be imps 
sible. for the Allies to come to some under- 
tanding with a Germany ruled by people whose 
word could be trusted and who would be com- 
mitted to stand as a bulwark against the further 
spread of Bolshevization, and it is not without 
the realms of possibility that such a Germany 
might casily prove a fourth partner with Bri- 
tain, France and Ialy in the protection, of 
Europe from the infection to which Herr Hitler 
has $0 facilely opened the doors of Germany. 
With Herr Hitler there can be no friendship, 
He is so utterly unreliable, but _a German 
Government in which trust could be placed, and 
which was ready to resist the inroads of 
Bolshevism, could and would be regarded as 
a friend and a strengthener of the democracies. 

















German Mercantile Shipping 


‘That the plight of German shipping in 
neutral ports is becoming more and more pre- 
Jearious Is apparent: from such attempts as that 
jor the sx Leander, recently captured by the 
British, to get back to Germany. Unable to pay 
harbour dues, and, in the case of the Leander, 
lactually short of, food, captains and crews are 
beings forced to “run for it," in an attempt to 
regain a German port. Between fifty and sixty 
(German ships are laid up in the harbour at 
Vigo, Spain, while a large number of others 
lare at present seeking refuge in other neutral 
ports, Germany's exchange difficulties do. not 
permit her to remit money to them for dues 
ind the sustenance of thelr crews, and already 
‘substantial number of vessels “have sought 
to pass through the Allied blockade, with the 
result that some have been captured and the 
others scuttled by their crews rather than Jet 
hem fall into enemy hands. It fs, of course, 
purely Germany's. business, but it would in- 
faced seem that the tring anount, as compared 
with ‘the cost of the prosecution’ of the war, 
which the upkeep of these vessels would neces- 
lsitate could be found for the purpose of main- 
taining the German mereantile marine intact.

Scoutmasters Wanted ' 
‘The very successful Scout 
ia, tn whieh in 
friendly competition, draws. attention to the 
lexeelient work which Boy Scouts Associa~ 
tion has been doing in China and Shanghai 
since first the movement was brought here 
The rules of ‘Scouting have been framed on 
such broad Hines as to. embrace all classes and 
all “religious ereeds, “Scouting starts with the 
‘Wolf Cubs (aged 8 to 12), then the Scouts (12 
to 18) and finally Rovers (17 upwards). ‘The 
movement has spread to every civilized country 
[in the world and numbers over %000,000 mem= 
bers. Recently’ the International side of Scout 
jing—the world-wide brotherhood of Scouts— 
has been especially emphasized. At World Jam- 
ores but also on a smaller scale Scouts are 
Jencouraged to visit other countries and to camp 
alongside foreign Scouts. This summer’ Great 
Britain entertained. literally thousands of 
{foreign Scouts and thousands of British Scouts 
visited the continent. Here in Shanghai the 
[British Boy Scouts have admitted to thelr Asto- 
ciation Scouts of perhaps 20 other nationall- 
ties, partly because Scout ‘Troops are generally 
Jeonnected with local schools and partly because 
Tt was felt that it would be doing an essential 
‘duly to this international community, Thus the 
(Cathedral “School, the two foreign Public

30 
leading firms and by subscriptions from about 
80 members “of the Association (excluding 
Scoutmasters) who pay a subscription of $5 
Jand upwards, It is rather surprising that there 
should only be 80 subscribers in an Association 
Hooking after 560 boys, and more public inter- 
Jest would be very helpful, but the greatest and 
‘most urgent need is for additional Seoulmasters 
who have served as such elsewhere, and. also 
for those who are willing to learn oF othefwise 
help in Scout work, ‘The number of Scouts in 
{the various Groups has inereased by more than 
100 in the past year, and it will not be possible 
{to maintain the high alms and "principles of 
Scouting without more help; the alternative Js 
to limit future enrolments.

Mr. Wang, who will be the central

Engineers 


‘Shanghol, Nov. 21. 

A. meeting of the ‘Engineering 
Society of China was held at the 
Henry Lester Institute of Medical 
Research yesterday Mr. A. F. Gimson, 
Chairman’ of the Shanghai Associa 
tion of the Institution of Civil En- 
gineers, presiding, 


A joint paper entitled “Models in 
Engineering” was presented by Mr. 
RB, Whittington, MSc, A.M.Inst. 
C.E., and Mr. F. J. Sanger, Me, 
AM:Am.S0e.C.B., A.P.R.AC.S. 

‘Mr. Whittington dealt with the use 
of small-scale models in the design 
of sich structures as building frames, 
farehes and dams. A model used in 
the design of great Boulder Dam 
across the Colorado River, was de- 
seribed, and also a model of the 
steel frame of the world’s tallest 
Structure. the Empire State Building 
in New York. 

‘The technique of photo-clasticity 
was. referred to, and a celluloid 
Specimen was demonstrated in a 
simple polariscope. showing the effect 
ff tivet-holes and sharp corners on 
the distribution of stress in a struc- 
tural member, 





Models Demonstrated 

‘A number of structural models in 
celluloid and brass were demonstrat 
ed, and the results obtained from 
experiments obtained on these models 
were compared with the theoretical 
results, 

Mr, Whittington outlined the vari- 
ous seale requirements of structural 
‘models, in order that they should re- 
produce in miniature the forces apt 
Aeformations of their fullsized proio- 
types, 

‘Turning to the use of models in 
hhydraulies, the speaker then dealt 
with the’ scale requirements for 
various (ypes of hydraulic models, re- 
{erring particularly to the resistance 
to motion of ships, airships, and sub- 

‘After general reference to the de- 
sign of river models, Mr, Whittington 
deseribed models which had been 
‘made of sections of the Yellow River 
and of the Yangtze gorges, with a 
view to formulating schemes of im- 
provement and control. Models of 
Uidal estuaries were discussed separ- 
ately, Professor Gibson's model of 
the ‘great Severn Barrage Tidal 
Power Scheme being deseribed in 
some detail. ‘This scheme was to 
provide one thirteenth of the total 
flectrical demand of Great Britain, 
the energy being supplied by the rise 
and fall after tides in the Severn 
estuary. Mr, Whittington also de- 
seribed the model of the lower 
Yangtze estuary which he had pro 
posed, with a view ultimately to seok 
ways'of improving the  navigability 
in the South Channel of the estuary. 

‘Mr. Sanger, dealing with aerodys 
mic models, described the technique 
‘of wind-tunnel tests of aeroplanes, 
airships, high-speed motor-ears, and 
express’ trains, all of | which were 
fearried out on small-scale models, 
‘The compressed-air tunnel developed 
in Britain was especially referred to ; 
here a stream of air is employed ai 
about 25 times atmospheric pressure. 

In the acousties section, Mr, Sanger 
deseribed the methods ' of ' solvi 
problems’ coneerning audibility in 
public buildings by the use of water 
Fipples or light waves to simulate 
the effects of sound. 














Naval Architecture 


‘Turning to naval architecture, Br. 
Sanger deseribed the 22 models of the 
Queen Mary, each about 17 feet long ; 
In rough-weather tests on these 
models, Atlantic waves 1,000 feet 
long ahd $0 fect high were imitated 
in the test tank, 

‘The speaker also referred to the 
study of take-off conditions for fty- 
ing-boats and the design of a stable 
craft by the use of complete small-

Municipal Advocate’s Report 
For October 


‘The Municipal Advocate states in 
‘hig report that a total number of 
12,055 cases were prosecuted in the . 
‘Shanghai First Special Area District 
Court and the Kiangsu High Court, 
‘Second Branch, during the month of 
October, as compared with 9,001 
‘eases in September. Out of the total 
number of cases prosecuted during 
October, 8,907 were Administrative 
Cases and 5,098 were Criminal Cases. 
Out of the total number of Adminis 
trative Cases brought to trial, 6,586 
persons failed to appear and their 
Dail was confiscated and 12 were 
withdrawn, as compared with 5,200 
eases in which bail was confiscated 
‘and 21 cases withdrawn in Septem- 
ber, 2,869 Administrative Cases were 
prosecuted to completion, out of 
which number 2,369 persons were 
convicted and none acquitted, 102 
Criminal Cases were withdrawn and 
2,996 were prosecuted to completion, 
Out of which number 2814 persons 
were convicted - and 18% acquitted. 
The total number of Administrative 
and Criminal Cases prosecuted to 
completion was §,365 as compared 
with 4,507 eases in September, 5,183 
persons were convicted and 162 per- 
sons were acquitted as compared 
with 4426 persons convicted and 141 
persons acquitted. in Septetaber. 

In addition, there were 106 Private 
Criminal Prosecutions, as compared 
with 158 in September.

by the various banks for sums under 
a dollar ean now only be obtained 
by paying a premium of 30 cents for 
every ten dollars worth. 

‘Small money is just as much a 
public utility as the telephone, light, 
Water and power. Is it not possible 
for the Municipal Council, Shanghal’s 
‘own seigniory, to issue paper money 
of, say, 8, 10, 20 and 50 conts de- 
nomination for the public's use? The 
loss and destruction of some of it 
by natural causes should more than 
pay for the cost of pt 
issuing: it would be of 
to everyone, but especially to the 
poorer in this work's wealth; and it 
would climinate at the outset, or 
nearly the outset, the ramp whieh is 
now being built up by exchange shops 
and other experts in low finance. 
Failing the Municipal Counetl, could 
not one of the foreign banks take the 
ead?

Neutrals Assisting

For the same reason the size and 
complexity of modern’ cargoes, ex-

delays than in former times. The 
aystem of contraband’ control in- 
stituted by the British Government in 
the last war, and renewed in the 
resent conflict, is designed to enable 
the authorities’ to co-operate with

Anglo-French Supreme War Council Meets in 
London ; Special Executive Committees Formed 


London, Nov. 17, 
HE highly important creation of several permanent Anglo- 

French executive committeds 1 co-ordinate more fully all 
Allied war efforts was announced today at the close of a three- 
hour Supreme War Council meeting, the third since the outbreak 
of the conflict. Attending the conference, which began at 11 a.m. 
were the French Premier and War Minister, M. Edouard Daladier ; 
General Marie Gustave Gamelin, Commander in Chief of the 
Allied Forces; Admiral Francois Darlan, Commander in Chief of 
the French Navy ; and General Edmond Vuillemin, Commander in 
Chief of the French Air Force, representing France. The British 
Prime Minister, Mr, Neville Chamberlain, who left his rooms only 
today after being confined for several days by ill-health, was 
present for the all-important negotiations and was assisted by the 
Foreign Secretary, Lord Halifax; the Air Secretary, Sir Kingsley 
Wood, and the Minister for Co-ordination of National Defence, 
Admiral Lord Chatfield. ‘ 

‘The military situation was reviewed by these eight leaders of 
the Allied Governments and discussions then centred about knitting 
1s closely as possible every move and operation by the two Western 
Democracies. A lengthy communique, issued at the close of the 
three-hour concentrated parleys, declared that complete agreement 
was reached without difficulty on the best methods of using British 
and French forces to the greatest effect. 

New measures of co-operation de- 
cided were disclosed in the com-

LAMALAND RESEARCH 


By Titra 


With the departure from the Tibeton 
frontier of a number of Chinese professors 
and students for. the Wuhan University at 
Kiating, the work of some nineteen universi- 
ties came to a close, Quiet early in the summer, 
after the close of the spring term, 60 profes- 
sors and students left their different univer- 
sities on the plains and came to the Tibetan 
border. ‘Their object was to investigate dif 
ferent branches of science connected with 
their studies in their respective colleges and 
universities, Further objectives were to 
gather all the information they could about: 
the Tibetan people and to carry back with 
them to their respective schools anything 
and everything of interest in their different 
lines of study. 

Among the first to arrive was a Dr. Mao 
from Tsungming Island, near Shanghai. He 
is a barrister in practi¢e and a graduate in 
Jaw from the University of London. He is 
also connected with teaching work in some 
of the Chinese schools near the Coast. Dr. 
Mao's purpose in visiting the frontier was 
to discover all there was to be known about 
‘Tibetan law. Chinese lawyers are not fre- 
quent visitors to Tachienlu so it was most 
interesting meeting this young fellow. He 
intended to visit some of the large Iamaseries 
throughout Sikang and discover how law is 
administered in some religious institutions. 
Kanze has 3,000 lamas on the roll and so 
has Litang, while other lamaseries have a 
roll call of 1,000 and 2,000 monks. Dr. Mao 
had a wide field before him and practically 
virgin soll; it will therefore be interesting 
to learn the result of his investigations and 
what happened to the lama discovered wear- 
ing his neighbour's shirt. Every lamasery 
throughout Siang has its regular court 
where cases between lamas are heard and 
where judgment is given, 


Dr. Mao was followed by a Dr. Wu, 
graduate in economies from the University 
of London. Dr. Wu is professor-of-law in the 
Southwestern University with its headquar- 
ers at Kunming in Yunnan. There is one 
advantage if no other in young investigators. 
visiting the frontier, namely, in the introdue- 
tion of of new and strange terms into the 
‘Tibetan lanaguage. What word we wonder 
will these Keen young Chinese professors 
use for economy and how will they express 
the terms politica’ economy, — spiritual 
economy and physical economy ? 

‘One of the great difficulties facing these 
Chinese investigation expeditions is that of 
Janguage. ‘The teachers and the students all 
speak English; but now they are meeting 
‘8 new and strange language, the characters 
‘of which they have never seen before. A 
few of the keener doctors and students have 
made a start in the study of Tibetan, but as 
a rule they have had to depend on ‘Tibetan 
interpreters whose knowledge of _ spoken 
Chinese leaves much to be desired. In these 
Chinese scientific inquiry expeditions both 
the professors and students want exact. 
Knowledge and nothing chabudoh will satisfy 
them. It is a question if any known 
‘Tibetan interpreter on the frontier could get 
‘over the phrase : political economy: Dr. Wu 
had a brilliant career through London Uni- 
versity and studied economy under well 
Known teachers in Manchester and other 
centres. Like Dr. Mao, he too, hopes to 
tackle some of the big religious institutions 
in Sikang and study their economic condi- 
tions. We are wondering just how he will 
begin and where his survey will lead him. 
Economie conditions in a large lamasery 
seem very simple-and are very remote from 
international polities and world markets. 
‘The lama’s menu is distressingly simple and 
is so constructed as to give him all the time 
he wants for study and meditation. 














Dzamba (ground barley) and butter tea, 
three times a day and 365 days every yeat 
Jeave the lama with beautiful teeth and a 
robust constitution. He ean eat dzamba at 
any time of the day and drink his butter 
tea the whole day long. And it is only 
When he foolishly goes outside of these things 
that he begins to fect sick and in need of 
medicine. Confined to ground roasted bar- 
ley and rich yak butter and Chinese tea there 
is nething whatever to keep the lama from 
realizing his highest dreams, namely, a quiet 
and peaceful passage to whatever ‘lies be- 
yond. Like the patient yak which gives him 
his supply of butter he very severely re- 
siels his daily menu, 

Dr. Wu will find his economic survey of 
the simple-ininded nomad and the red-robed 
Jama very severe in its restrictions. Dzamba, 
butter, tea, a little salt and yak manure as 
fuel, ikeeps the lama alive io repeat “om- 

* mani-pad me hum" and read his sacred 
books and meditate on the paradise where 
he hopes to spend eternity. ‘The monopoly 
of the world’s markets and control of raw 
materials never disturbs his sweet and 
peaceful dreams. On him international re- 
lations have no disquictening effect. ‘The 
nations may rise up and murder each other : 
he quicty repeats formula “om- 
mani-pad me hum: 











And the lama's dresses, a red woollen robe, 
in summer, and a smelling sheepskin 
winter. They are his wearing apparel by 
day and his bedding by night. And ten 
lamas before him may have used them as 
their garments by day and their bedding 
by night. Why not? Christ's teaching on 
food and raiment should make some appeal 
to the nomads living on the Roof of the 
World: “Take no thought for your life, 
what ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink, 
or what ye shall’ put on. Why take ye 
thought for raiment? Consider the lilies of 
the fleld : even Solomon in all his glory was 
not arrayed like one of these. 

Dr. Wu may discover before he has travel 
led very far that economics is not a very fat 
subject in the Land of the Lamas. 





Dr. Feng, Harvard graduate, was in charge 
of the anthropological party.’ Dr. Feng has 
some knowledge of the frontier ond) hos 
studied with Dr. Bowles, an American scien 
fist who has travelled extensively along the 
‘Tibetan border. Dr. Feng is bent on deter= 
mining the origin and history of the wild 
‘and woolly ‘nomad. Did the nomad come 
from Mongolia or from Burma? Did he 
come from the east or the west? Will an 
exhaustive study of his physical or cultural 
ambitions discover the origin of his habitat ? 
Dr. Feng who has spent many years in the 
study of the different departments of an= 
thropology ‘brings to his work here on the 
frontier “a thoroughly trained mind. Like 
the other heads of the expedition Dr. Feng 
experienced considerable dificulty with ine 
terpreters. To begin with his scientific de- 
mands on them were qulte beyond their ken. 
‘That the wild and woolly nomad ever came 
from any other place but Tibet, or even 
thought. of coming, makes him "suspicious 
that this learned anthropologist has’ some 
“thing up his sleeve"; something that he is 
suddenly going to spring upon him. Ha ma 
90 comes to his rescue: “T dont know.” 

Dr. Yeh, of Wuhan University, heads the 
department of agriculture. His ‘business is 
to discover what Lamaland will grow and if 
there can be any improvement in its agricul- 
tural produtes, Mr. Chao Er-feng, more than 
80 years ago, tried to experiment ‘with tur- 
nips at an altitude of 14,000 feet, only to 
discover that nothing but’ dear litie sweet 
turnips would ‘grow at that height. His ex- 
planation was that the Jamas had ruthlessiy 
cursed the ground, forbidding it to grow 
anything but grass. Dr. Yeh, however, is a 
highly-trained -agriculturst, who has ‘spent 
years in study abroad, #0 brings to his task 
all the knowledge that home universities have 
Produced. 














Nature can be a very stubborn foe, and 
very often proves itself so, away up on the 
Roof of the World. Dr. Harry Smith, pro- 
fessor of Botany in the University of Upsala, 
has suggested seed for use on the border 
‘that will ripen before the frosts begin, In 
Norway and Sweden seed is used that gives 
early autumn crops and if these were in- 
‘troduced into the Land of the Lamas there 
might be some advantage. But altitude is a 
more ticklish question than latitude. Barley 
is. grown above 10,000 fect in Lamaland but 
most of the country is above that altitude, 
and frosts in September, blighting the crops, 
fare not uncommon. Awind sweeps across 
some of the great snow ranges bringing de- 
struction to the crops on the plains below. 
And how is Dr. Yeh, a Cantonese, going to 
deal with the weather and the flerce, cold, 
biting winds ? 











Dr. Huang, from the Northwestern Uni- 
versity, leads the geographical party. ‘The 
geographical problem he has set himself out 
to discover is just where Tibet begins and 
where she ends. Are the borders of Lama- 
land known, marked, and respected? Can 
the Dalai Lama, with all the accumulated 
Knowledge of thirteen previous Dalais, stored 
somewhere within his being, lay his finger on 
what he regards as the confines of the For- 
bidden Land? Geography, however, is not 
confined to borders and lines of demarca- 
tion. ‘The mountains and plains and rivers 
and’ valleys of Tibet will now come in for 
close observation. 

Dr. Shao, a graduate of London University, 
led a party dealing with mining and engineer- 
ing. Dr. Shao knew Scotland well and spent 
a summer vacation in Edinburgh. He is a 
professor in the Wuhan University now with 
its headquarters in Kiating. He plans to 
visit Daofu, Chanhua, "Yakiang, Julong, 
Sichang and Kunming, then back to Kiating, 
if possible, for the spring term. Dr. Shao has 
‘@ gracious and charming personality and 
it Is his business to find out all he can about 
‘mines and discover what mining prospects 
there are in Sikang. He is not ignorant of 
the difficulties attached to this task, knowing 
all he does about geology, but he is quite 
prepared to go ith the study. He is to 
study the possibilities of bridging some of 
the rivers in Sikang and to this end he 
hopes to see the old site of the bridge built 
by the two French engincers some years ago. 
Forestry and kindred subjects are also en- 
gaging his attention and he is also interested 
in the Tibetan dict. Potatoes, in Tibet, will 
grow at an altitude of 12,000 feet—they are 
very small, but they will grow. Why then, 
asks Dr. Shao, will the Tibetans not indulge 
in Trish’ stew and other tasty-dishes includ- 














ing beef, mutton and venison? With a 
wider menu he believes the nomad would 


have a wider outlook and life all round would 
be more interesting and adventurous. Dr. 
‘Shao believes that if the Tibetans would in- 
‘troduce more variety into their diet this 
‘would release more dzamba for consumption 
in Kangting, which is now fast becoming an 
industrial centre. Dr. Shao's idea is that the 
woolly nomad should be taught to eat lamb, 
‘mutton, venison and yak beef, and if possible 
use whatever vegetables wili grow at high 
altitudes. He also believes that this intro- 
duction would have beneficial reactions. 

‘There is, however, one i 
Chinese professor has failed to take into 
‘consideration, namely, beef-eating and Lama- 
ism are antagonistic forees, mutually ‘can 
‘celling each other. When'a yak dies the 
nomad or the lama have little dimculty in 
appeasing their conscience about cating 
meat; but killing a lamb or a sheep or a 
goat is quite another thing, as “not to Kill” 
is one of the tenets of Lamaism and the 
nomad is not prepared to gain a nice dish 
‘of mutton and lose his own soul. 

‘Mr. Sun of Nanking acted as photographer 
to the different parties. Beginning with the 
salt wells at Tzcliutsing Mr. Sun has made 
a photo record of all the interesting things 
‘and places he has seen. He “shot” every~ 
thing connected with the tea trade at Yachow 
‘and gathered all the data of this extensive 
business. ‘The iron industry at Yuinching, 
the potteries at Huatangba, the road build- 
ing at Lengehi, the different kinds of bridges 
‘crossed, have ‘all been recorded in a series 
of artistic photos. For future research these 
pictures should prove invaluable and enable

‘The whole expedition, including five de- 
partments of science, was financed from the 
Boxer Indemnity Fund. There was money 
to spare but many of the teachers and 
students had to be back for their classes 
early in October. To most of them it proved 
an excellent summer holiday as Tachienlu, 
being 9,000 feet high, is delightfully cool, 

‘With’ the improved highway between 
‘Szechuan and Sikang a great future lies be- 
fore this baby province. Botanically it is 
still one of the richest unexplored gardens in 
the world. Mountains along the border rise 
to a height of 24,000 feet and on their rugged 
slopes are still’ many rare’ and beautiful 
flowers. ‘The journey from the nearest uni- 
versity at Kiating to Tachienlu takes twelve 
‘g002, long days travel, and twelve back, using 
up nearly one month of a summer vacation. 

‘Although nineteen different Chinese uni- 
versities were represented in the expedition 
there seemed to be a fine spirit of team 
work. Professors and students frequently 
‘occupied the same room and ate at the same 
table. ‘The Southwestern University at Kun~ 
‘ming and the Northwestern University at 
Sian are an amalgamation of other universi- 
ties from the coastal provinces. The Wuhan, 
Central and Szechuan universities also took 
part in these scientific expeditions.
